George Haseltine, manager for 


Dana’s Sport Shop, will head the 
committee for the town’s Christ- 


mas Lighting Program, according 
to an announcement from Archie D, 
Maclaren, president of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce, 

Still $1,800 in debt for lights 
purchased three years ago for a. 
price in excess of $3,000, the 
Chamber needs some $2,600 to 
pay for installation, maintenance, 
repair, electricity, dismantling, 
purchase and replacement ex~ 
penses involved in providing the 
holiday lighting display, Haseltine 
said, More than half this amount 
has been contributed or pledged 
already by business and profes- 
sional members of the chamber, 

Workmen are already stringing 
guide wires and preparing the 
lights for installation preparatory, 
to their illumination Nov. 27. This 
phase of the program costs the 
chamber about $1,000, according 
to Haseltine. 

The chairman said he had asked 
Town Manager Richard Bowen to 
provide Department of Public 
Works help with stringing and 
dismantling lights, but had been 
refused, 

In explanation, Bowen said Tues~ 
day that since the town has voted 
consistently against financial sup~- 
port for the lighting program, he 
vetoed worker-assistance which 
could be construed as an attempt 
to circumvent the town vote, He 
added that DPW men are busy with- 
operations in preparation for 
winter and with finishing numerous 
small projects before bad weather 
sets in. 


Collector Says 
Taxes 95% Paid 


As of Nov, 2, the Town of An- 
dover had in hand 93,5 percent 
of all 1964 real estate taxes due 
it, and 95 percent of the taxes 
due on personal property. 

October was a banner tax month, 
according to Collector James 
Christie who reports that the town 
pocketed a total of $2,541,604, the 
largest dead-line collection in his- 
tory. Of this amount, $1,417,134 
came in during the last week, 

Actually, Andover taxes are due 
October 1, but property owners are 
given thirty days of grace. If they 
pay up by Nov, 1 (Nov, 2 this year

Neither the teacher’s organiza~

group made it clear that there are 
differences of opinion on what 
should go into the budget,

None can question, however, his impact upon the people. 
His fairy-land existence, his youthful, buoyant, idealistic 
approach to life and politics revitalized Americans and 
made them believe again that Democracy could inspire 
men to be more than mere mortals. 

Even those who disagreed with him on some points of 
policy admired his flair for the Presidency. He played his 
role with dignity and elegance. 

In what could stand as a formula for White House great- 
ness, Fred Reinfeld stipulates in his book, ‘‘The Ameri- 
can Presidency’’, that ‘‘The relationship between the 


President and the people is delicate and subtle . 


scerhie 


must express their aspirations in a way that is lofty so 
that it dignifies their own lives, yet realistic so that it is 


relevant to their experience,’ 


John Kennedy achieved this relationship. 


Political Aftermath 


Some criticism was leveled at Town Manager Richard 
Bowen for his outspoken statement in opposition to the 
Nov. 3 ballot question on Civil Service coverage for 
Department of Public Works employees. 

Bowen, convinced he had something better to offer in a 
municipally administered merit plan of classification and 
compensation, made it clear that he thought both Andover 
and Andover employees would be better off without further 
state control over personnel policies. Police, fire and 
welfare department workers are already covered, 

For any who would question his right to speak out, the 
Charter is a source of information on his authority and 
responsibility in personnel matters: 

‘The manager shall appoint, subject to the approval of 
the board of selectmen, upon merit and fitness alone, and 


may .. 


- remove for cause a town clerk, town treasurer, 


tax collector, a board of public health, a board of public 
welfare, a planning board, a town counsel and all other 
officers, committees and employees of the town, with the 
exception of the elected officials. ... 

“The town manager shall fix the compensation of all 
townofficers and employees appointed by him...’’ (His re- 
moval powers, and in some cases his power to set pays, 
are negated where Civil Service 'Law applies.) 

The manager’s authority is clearly delineated. If, as a 
paid municipal official, he shied from giving his profes- 
sional opinion on any issue with implications as far- 
reaching as that of State Civil Service, he would be

To Catch Wild Birds 


James Baird of Lincolti probably 
frees more struggling, entrapped 
birds than anyone else in Mas- 
sachusetts, 

He knows exactly where to find 
these unfortunates, struggling to 
free themselves from mist nets 
and continue their flight south, 
because he trapped them. 

Across New England - indeed, 
across America = at this season 
the silky webs of mist nets billow 
in the wind like mammoth spider 
webs, They stretch upright like 
tennis nets, only higher, When a 
bird flies into the filmy, black 
net, it pushes the fine mesh 
through the stronger cords of the 
met and finds itself emeshed ina 
bag. 

Baird operates an obstacle 
course of 10 mist nets spread in 
the woods of Round Hill in Sud- 
bury, a 227-foot-high dome rising 
above the Sudbury Valley, Here on 
this prominence just outside the 
Sudbury National Wildlife Refuge, 
he traps 30 to 150 birds each 
morning, But the only species that 
really interest him are the black- 
poll warblers and myrtle warblers, 

An ornithologist with the Mas- 
sachusetts Audubon Society, Baird 
seeks more information on the 
peculiar migration habits of these 
closely allied species, His work 
is supported by the National 
Science Foundation, 

While the blackpoll and myrtle 
belong to the same genus of 
warblers - cousins, so to speak = 
the blackpoll migrates to 
Venezuela in the autumn and the 
myrtle go no farther than our 
southern states, Some myrtles, in 
fact, remain all winter in Massa- 


chusetts,
